California faces a penny famine. 
Announcement to this effect is com- 
ing to all the bank8™on the Pacific 

Coast. 

While today there are plenty of the 
one-cent pieces in the banks, tomor- 
row it may be different. The de- 
mand for pennies is rapidly increas- 
ing, but the supply is just as rapidly 
running out. 

The trouble is largely

There is a larger use of 
pieces at present than ever before in 
the history of the country, and none 
are being minted now. 

The San Francisco sub-treasury has 
been the principal source of supply 
for the Southern California banks, 
but notice has been received from 
there that no more can be shipped. 

It costs over $8 express charges to 
bring a shipment of $1000 in cents 
from San Francisco. Even if Den- 
ver and other cities further east were 
able to furnish a supply the cost of 
shipment would be practically pro- 
hibitive, but it is understood that a 
|shortage exists all over the country. 

Moving picture houses dispensers 
of soft drinks and other large users 
of the cent are now being “rationed.” 
The result is that many of them in- 
stead of obtaining a week’s supply at 
one time are compelled to make daily
